January 28 was an interesting cen­ 
tenary, that of the first experimental 
lighting of a street with gas lamps In 
England, for on that 
date, 
1807, 
through the exertions of Frederick Al­ 
bert Winsor, Pall Mall was illuminated

Winsor’s work was the development 
of the earlier experiments and sug 
gestlons of William Murdock, a Scot 
tlsh mining engineer employed In the 
Redruth mines, Cornwall. 
Murdock 
appears to have been the first to sug 
fest that gas might be conveyed in 
tubes and used instead of lamps and 
candles. 
He made a very ingenious 
gas lantern for himself, with which he 
used to light his way over the Cornish 
moore at night. This lantern consist­ 
ed of a bag filled with gas and fitted 
wit> a tube, at the end of which the 
gas could be lighted. 
Carrying the bag under his arm. 
Murdock used to lighten his way home 
at night. 
On meeting any one it is 
said that he would give the bag 
a 
squeeze and thus send out a long 
tongue of flame. This led to his being 
looked upon as

Cornish moors.
